Samuel Meyer Suddenly Fired upon by 
His Employer, Wm. T. Sellers.

Narrow Escape from Death. 


A very serious shooting affair took 
place on the Hill last Tuesday when | 
William T. Sellers, apparently without 
the slightest provocation, drew a revol- 
ver and fired point blank at.. his hired | 
man, Samuel Meyer. ‘he assault oc- 
curred in the kitchen nd not a word 
had passed between the men. Meyer 
was quick enough when Sellers pointed 
the revolver at him to divert his assail- 
ant’s sim by throwing up his arm, the 
bullet going wide and thereby saving 
his life. The shot. was fired however at 
such close range that some of the pow- 
der™entered Meyer’s face. Meyer suc- 
ceeded in disarming Sellers and then 
summoned. Chief of Police Frye. 

Meyer says that there was no quarrel 
and that nothing had happened which 
led him to expect an assault. He says 
that Sellers had not threatened him and, 
that they had never had any trouble 
before, "i 

Sellers was arrainged in the local 
police court Wednesday. morning before 
Judge Poor on a charge of assault with 
intent to murder, who found -probable 
cause and ordered him held in $2000 
bonds for the September term of the 
grand jury. 

Sellers was represented by Lawyer 
John L. Donovan and was examined by 
Medical Examiner Dow, Wednesday 
night, as to his mental condition, and as 
a result it was decided to have another 
examination later. 

Seliers’ friends claim that the rash act 
must have been committed during a fit 
of temporary insanity, at least, for he 
was not under the influence of liquor, 
and fired without the slightest provoca- 
tion. .

Andrew Jackson at Andover 
Seventy Years Ago. 


In June 1883, President Jackson ac- 
companied by Martin Van Buren, Levi 
Woodbury, Lewis Cass and other dis- 
tinguished gentlemen left Washington to 
visit New England, intending to go as 
far east as Portland. 

Military parades, processions, re- 
ceptions, public dinners and demon- 
strations of many kinds were the order 
of the day. 

His first public reception in the state 
was at the town of Roxbury, when Mr. 
Jonathan Dorr on ‘behalf of the select- 
men, made the “welcome” speech, which 
ended with a poetical flourish. 

We appreciate his public services and 
“May his powerful arm long remain nerved, 
Who said, ‘The Union, It must be preserved.” 

To this Old Hickory respondea, 

“It shall be preserved as long as this arm has 
power” 

President Jacksdn visited Salem, June 
26, I883;~and passed the night at the 
Mansion: House which was placed at his 
disposal by. its owner, Capt. Nathaniel 
West. On the following day the Presi- 
dent visited the museum of the East 
India Marine Society and other points 
of interest before breakfast and léft at 
nine o’clock for Lowell. 

The reception committee of Salem at- 
tended him as faras Andover where he 
was received and wélcomed with civic 
and military honors. 

The party partook of a collation at 
Locke’s Hotel, visited the Theological 
Institute and the academy, the pupils of 
which paraded, remaining at Andover 
about one hour and then proceeded 
toward Iowell. 

M. C. Andrews of Andover was one of 
a cavalcade of fifty who met the Presi- 
dent at the foot of the hill near the resi- 
dence of Henry Gray, escorting him in 
totown and on toward Lowell. This 
occurred on June 27, 1833, 

At the reception at Lowell a military 
company from Methuen took part and 
all the mill girls were in the procession 
dressed in white and carried parasols.
